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During the term of his office, the $. S. Committee has aimed 
to give as much attention to the educational interests of the 
town, as his many other duties~vould permit. He has paid fifty- 
four visits to the schools, and makes the following report of 
their general condition. 


District No.1. This has been one of the most favored dis- 
tricts. Bothterms of the school were well taught and well 
governed. 


Dist. No. 2. Both the teachers of this school were earnest 
and persevering in their efforts for the benefit of their scholars. 
The examination at the close of each term was gratifying, 
though better discipline would have rendered the Summer 
term more profitable, and a more general co-operation with the 
Winter teacher in his efforts to secure good order, would have 
had the same effect. 


Dist. No. 8. This school has been greatly favored in both 
its teachers, and it is hoped that the people of the district, old 
and young, have become so convinced of the benefits of good 
order, as never to tolerate anything else again. Some of the 
scholars made good progress in their studies, giving evidence 
of their own industry as well as of the fidelity of their teachers. 


Dist. No. 4. The Summer term of this school was faithfully 
taught and successful in its results. The teacher of the Winter © 
term was not wanting in literary qualifications nor in earnest 
desire to be useful to his pupils. If there was any failure it was 
in not securing that control which is always necessary to render 
instruction profitable. The school was not examined at tue 
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close.. The intensely “cold Friday,” was appointed for the pur- 
pose, but as the Committee expected that the school was to 


continue one day longer, he deferred his visit and was surprised 
to learn that the term was finished. 


Dist. No. 5. Both the teachers of this school were beginners 
in the business of instruction, but gave fair promise of useful- 
ness in this important calling after the advantage of more ex- 
perience. The school appeared well at the close of each term, 
but would have been improved by better order. A new school- 
house in this district is greatly needed. 


Dist. No.6. This district acted wisely in securing the well 
tried services of the former teacher. It was gratifying to see 
that the important matter of composition had received some 


attention. Two pieces of mugie were well sung at the closing 
examination. 


Dist. No.7. The teacher of the Summer term began her 
labors without the advantage of any previous experience, but 
has much reason to be encouraged for the future. The closing 
examination of the Winter school proved it to have been highly 
successful. 

This district has done well in ‘the matter of a new and. con- 
venient school-house. May it long remain unmutilated by mis- 
chievous knives and pencils. A suitable place for fastening a 
horse, would be a still farther improvement. 


Distr. No. 8. This school was composed of two small boys 
who had a good opportunity to learn under the instructions of 
a kind teacher. 


Dist. No. 9. The same teacher was employed for both terms 
and her labors were profitable. 


Distr. No. 10. This school, till near its close, consisted of 
three boys, whose regular attendanee was rewarded by a com- 


mendable progress in knowledge under the instructions of a 
faithful teacher. 


Distr. No. 11. There were five children in this school. The 
teacher was young and inexperienced, but seemed to be doing 
well at the beginning. The sehool was visited but once. 


Distr. No. 12. The single term of this school was interrupt- 
ed by a change of teachers. The cause of this change is well 
understood by those especially interested and seems to call for 
no explanation. The first teacher might have continued the 
school, had she thought best, and would probably have met 
with no opposition in doing so. The second teacher was well 
qualified and proved himself faithful. 
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Dist. No. 13. The teacher of the first term strove hard, by’ 
carefulness and industry, to make up for a want of experience, 
and kept a very good school. The teacher of the Winter 
term proved himself worthy of the confidence which this sec-: 
ond engagement seemed to imply. It was a profitable term. 


Dist. No. 14. It was creditable to the district as well as to 
the teacher that the school was put under the eare of one whose 
fidelity had been well tried. But the term was interrupted by 
the sickness of the first teacher, and another was employed un- 
der whose instruction the school is still prospering. 


The foregoing statements indicate a good measure of general 
prosperity in our schools; yet, with suitable and united efforts 
on the part of both parents and teachers, the children and youth 
of the town could be much more, advanced in knowledge. In 
the school-room there should be good instruction and good dis- 
cipline, without which there can be no good school; while par- 
ents should manifest a practical interest in the prosperity of the 
scholars, and a hearty co-operation with every well advised ef- 
fort tor their benefit. The chief design of the public schools is 
to prepare the growing generation for the great responsibilities 
of life. The State makes provision for public instruction and. 
therefore claims it as her right that the schools shall be nurseries 
of intelligence and habits of integrity and self control. Ignor- 
ance and vice tend directly to the destruction of our liberties. 
No one can be prepared for that freedom which is alone safe 
when restrained by law, who cannot submit to such rules as are 
absolutely essertial to a well regulated school. A boy.that is 
not governed by parents and teachers, will scarcely learn to 
govern his own temper and desires, and will grow up to be 
most fearfully exposed to evil temptations, which, by their 
corrupting influences, will make him a pest to society. The 
family, the school and the church, are the three chief agencies for 
training youth in that mental and moral culture which alone 
can make worthy and safe members of a free State. 


To render the schools more useful there needs more care in 
the arrangement of classes and studies. Scholars are too often 
permitted to decide for themselves, and the result is that some 
things which should be at the foundation of a common educa- 
tion are sadly neglected for the sake of the higher branches.— 
It is no credit to a scholar to study Physiology or Algebra while 
he cannot spell correctly, read intelligently, nor write legibly, 
nor give a decent account of the Geography of his own coun- 
try. By fidelity on the part of both teachers and scholars, 
there will often be time for the more advanced studies without 
neglecting the primary branches. * 


The Progressive Speller, Colton & Fitch’s Geographies and 
Sargent’s Standard Iteaders, have been introduced into most of

the schools, and the interests ot some of the schools still suffer 
for want of more uniformity in text books. 


Teachers sometimes find it inconvenient to procure certificates 
before entering upon their duties. There may well be a dispo- 
sition to accomodate in such cases, yet the school-room and in 
the presence of scholars, is not a suitable place for the examina- 
tion of a teacher, and it would be better, so far as practicable, 
for Prudential Committees to consider no engagement as com- 
pleted until the teacher is legally qualified. 


Seventy-five scholars in the Summer schools were reported 
by their teachers as having accurately recited the ten command- 
ments. 

The reduced number of scholars in some districts suggests 
the enquiry, whether some changes might not be made so as to 
reduce the number of schools and thus effect a more profitable 
expenditure of the school money. 


The custom of boarding the teacher among the scholars, for 
the purpose of lengthening the schools, is worthy of commen- 
dation.
